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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not show, teach or fairly suggest a surface mount antenna, or method of 
forming such an antenna, and functioning as a capacitive-feed antenna with radiating 
electrode, feed terminal electrode formed on a substrate having four continuous 
surfaces with conductive film thereon, a plurality of spaced-apart slits formed on the film 
and extending across the width of the substrate crossing the direction in which the 
surfaces surround the substrate and divide the film into film parts as the radiator, feed 
terminal electrode and capacitively couple the radiator, and where such a structure is 
formed with a dicer. A method of manufacturing a surface mount antenna is also 
claimed having a radiation electrode, feed terminal electrode with the method steps of 
forming the conductive film on four continuous surfaces with end surfaces facing each 
other, forming a plurality of slits in the conductive film by cutting the film using a dicer so 
the slits extend in a direction crossing the direction in which the film surrounds the base 
substrate, and dividing the base along the surrounding direction into a plurality of pieces 
to form a plurality of surface mount antennas. There is no suggestion of forming the 
plurality of slits of the surface mount antenna, formed with dividing the base into a 
plurality of pieces and forming the antenna without a dicer and forming other slits with a 
dicer.
